The boat communicators, all certified divers, were the best you 
could ask for: N4PNS, Mario» N4LJM, Tony; N4PCI, Pat and his 
wifé; and KB4QLH*Mike; were out with the Coast Guard flotilla. 

After the swim began. the ice cold squalls got worse, lightning 
and thunder. The race director asked me to please have our boats 
pick up the people swimming or tell them+to leave the wat@r; they 
would not be disqualified. , 

Bullhorns calling, they kept swimming. N4LJM had‘one person 
come aboard ‘and seeing others still swimming, jumped: out of the. 
boat and finished the swim. The scaffolding at the finish line fell 
and had to be put back up. Fortunately, a last-mintue recruit, 
KA5POO, had a van with a Coast Guard sticker, which got in the

April 16th a Saturday at 5:00 a.m. alarm clocks all over Dade 
County started to ring!,We know of 65 alarms went off — that of the 
65 Dade County amateurs who, were: assigned to provide com- 
munications for the 1988 Walk America. . Ce 

By 5:00 a.m. the 145.390 repeater came alive with dozens of 
amateurs calling for instruction on how to get to Peacock Park in 
Coconut Grove or to their signed in-rcute positions. 

By 6:30 all key amateurs were with their Walk America of- 
ficials. These amateurs stuck to their assigned officials like glue! 
Step for step they provided instant communications between 
worried officials before the race. ‘‘Where is so-in-so,’”’ and “‘have 


the poop-out buses arrived,” and “‘did the water truck drop off 


water at check point three,’’ some of the messages passed. 
Promptly at 8:00 a.m. the University of Miami cannon was fired 


and some eight to nine thousand walkers started out at the ‘‘Glass 


House” in Peacock Park. As we stood there watching it took over 20 
minutes before all the walkers, walking in eight to ten abreast to 


- pass us! We thought the’end would never come! It did.

All this time the Dade County Races/ARES Communications — 


van in the park was humming with three repeaters and one simplex 
frequency on two meters. One repeater 146.76 (SFFMA) was 


used for medical emergencies; hooked up to the police dispatchers. 
‘and,the participating hospitals. The 145.390 (private group) sup- 


plied excellent coverage throughout the 12-mile walk roufe. The 
third repeater on 147.15 (the Inter-American RC) was used for 
comms between all four poop-out buses and the starting’ point. 
Each bus was traced on a special chart and the NCS knew at all 
times exactly where each bus was located! : :

Dear Andy: ‘ 

I am mystified how my NTS message declining your offer to run the Packet Column 
was misinterpreted. Appears I am being drafted. So be it, until a more qualified in- 
dividual appears on the scene. 

My only interest in packet is the NTS aspect. I think packet has both tremendous 
potential and tremendous problems. Hopefully my efforts during the last six months will 
help reduce the NTS traffic handling problems I see. 

First there was the registration of NTS Packeteers in the state. Second the develop- 
ment of an NTS format vice all the different formats I saw in use. These variety of for- 
mats caused a great deal of problems for the PBBS SYSOP’s (Packet Bulletin Board 
Station System Operators). Manual intervention was used to get the message relayed and 
manual intervention means slowing down the system and the increased possibility of 
human error. : 

Then there was the zip/phone controversy in addressing NTS traffic around the state 
and country. That was settled (for the time being) with a FADCA pronouncement on Feb- 
ruary 26, 1988 that zip would be used. I then began experimenting with H.F. Packet to 
“Jeap” across the state and speed things up rather than use only the VHF hopping 


(relaying) system in effect. 


Finally, the institution of the FPN (Florida Packeteers Net) on LSB 3978 Saturday 
mornings at 9:00 a.m. after the AIN session on 3940. 
I have also been talking to some 27 people involved in packet around the country with 
interesting information still coming in. 
In any event here is something about NTS formatting for packet (in three parts, one

“By ARRL NTS organization the NWFN was basically in the Central Time Zoffe and 
was a part of the CAN. FN was in the Eastern Area Time Zone and was a part AN. 
When both nets combined, it was decided to cover both RN5 and 4RN. Therefore, we had 


to send reps to both regions. 

“Over the years, net managers had the headache of providing reps to both regions. The 
controversy came to a head in the QFN report for November 1970 by Dan Franklin, 
K4EHY: ‘In response to discussions and recommendations of Florida Route Managers, 
K4LAN, W4ILE, and K4EHY, also 4RN and RN5 Regional Net Managers, W4SHJ and. 
K5IBZ, the Florida SCM’s, W4RKH and W4KGJ, have recommended that there be no 
change in the QFN NTS Regional Representative System.’ 

“So another part of history is recalled. I am in 1981 now and will go to 1985, so time is 
getting shorter.” I am sure many of the old-timers will recognize many of the calls, Doc, 
and enjoy fond memories of those days. ;

BBS. I’ve proven this to myself by running the MBL software on my 
computer.

Out of state stations may not work each 
other for contest credit. 


ENTRY CLASSES: Florida stations are divided into two classes. 
Class A stations are those operating portable «(under FD rules) or 
mobile on emergency power using 100 watts or less OUTPUT inside 
Florida but outside their home counties. Class B stations are all 
other stations operating in Florida. Entrants may be single 
Operator ox multi operator and this must be indicated on the 
summary sheet. 4 


EXCHANGE: Florida stations send signal report and county of 
operation. Out of state stations send signal report and US state, . 
Canadian province or DX country. 


SCORING: Florida stations count one point per QSO with out of 
state and other Florida stations. Multiplier is the total of 
states (49 max.), provinces (12 max.), and DX countries up to 27 
actually worked. Maximum multiplier is 88. Out of state count two 
points per QSO with each Florida station. Multiplier is the total 
number of different Florida counties worked (67 max.). The score 
is the product of QS0 points and multiplier. Florida Class A 
stations ONLY multiply final score by 1.5 to obtain total score. 
AWARDS: Certificates on phone and CW will’ be awarded for the top 
single operator score in each state, province and DX country. 
Certificates on CW will be awarded for the top Novice score in. 
each state. Also the top scorer in each Florida county will be 
awarded a certificate. Multi operator winners will receive 
certificates as activity justifies. There will be three Plaques — 
awarded to: High single operator Florida Cw, High single operator 
Florida Phone and to the Florida club with the highest aggregate 
score. There is a 10 contact minimum to be eligible for a 
certificate. 


DISQUALIFICATION: The ARRL Contest: Disqualification Criteria 
will be used in deciding upon disqualifications. Among reasons 
for disqualifications are improper reporting, excessive dupes, 
errors in multipliers, late logs and cheating. 


REPORTING: Phone and CW entries are to be separated with logs 
for each. Along with legible logs in chronological order, a 
summary sheet is required with each entry. Those with 200 Qsos or 
more must supply a dupe sheet. The summary sheet must contain 
claimed score, Florida county or State, number of Qs0s, 
multiplier total, station call sign, entry class, power source 
for Class A entries and complete address. The name of the Florida 
club for which aggregate total credit is being assigned must also 
be on the summary sheet. A signed declaration that rules and 
regulations have been observed must also be included. A sample 
summary sheet is available for an SASE from the QTH below.

In 1924 trouble appeared from down the street in the form of a 
pretty girl who wore short skirts and high-heeled red shoes. A 
battle between ignorance and impulse began; there was a lot of 
adolescent twisting and turning and all of a sudden dots and dashes 
appeared the same length. Ham radio was saved when the young 
lady, always so impulsive, was sent to reform school for hitting her 
mother with a flat iron. Her mother, obviously a narrow-minded 
individual had objected to her daughter climbing out the window at 

night and going with the fellows. It was no small loss. 


After playing sandlot football, out-weighed by 50 pounds, an | 


injury some distance south of the navel resulted in sufficient rest to 
study amateur radio. In 1926 I became NU4EU. 

My rig was a two-tube regenerative receiver using honeycomb 
coils and the transmitter a two-tube breadboard job. The antenna 
was the off-center Hertz, now known as the Windom, 66 feet long 
and tapped nine and a half feet off center. The power supply was a 

borrowed motor generator with a 110-volt motor driving a 500-volt 
D.C. generator. Filter? There wasn’t any.| 

Soon amateur radio really became interesting. It was astound- 
ing how many people in Czechoslovakia heard me and heard you 
and QSLs became to be received. 

When the motor generator froze up and was returned, not 
without a stern lecture on preventive maintenance, a fellow ham 
working in Grants sold me the first essentials: two plate tran- 
sformers, two because they had no H.V. center tap, and a filament 

. transformer. 

The bug burrowed a little deeper and it was decided to study for 
- @ commercial ticket. Even during vacations at the beach large 
shipboard diagrams were drawn in the sand with a stick. 

I joined the local Naval Reserve as a Radioman Third-Class. My 
skinny frame in a sailor suit was not impressive. Friends joined 
and our naval career was launched. Mine lasted 12 years. 

Cruises were made on the old flush-deck, four-stack destroyers 
that still sported a small spark set in a cabin midship as their 
auxiliary radio. 

Summer cruises were excellent and exciting. So was the train 
trip to dockside. Once when the blackjack banker had only silver 


dollars, I walked with a starboard list until I shifted some of the loot | 


-to the other pocket. 

During one wild night of 100-knot winds I tied the typewriter 
platen to the port pole dogs and spent the watch curled up under the 
table, wearing my headphones and with a bucket handy. As the 
night wore on I became worried I wasn’t going to die. At one time I 
rushed through the hatch leading to the bow and was searching for 
the rail. The gangway watch reached his arm around and snatched 
me back. In good time too, my face was in the water. 

Once during a bad storm there came the occasion to remove the 
D.F. loop because there was no loop action. It was disconcerting to 
see the grey-green waves overhead and words were snatched out of 
my mouth and blown aft. That was probably the reason they didn’t 
hear me say no. Two of us went up to do the job. A gull trapped 
under the canvas windbreaker was blown in our face and disap- 
peared. 

While one of us unscrewed the base the other held on to the loop. 
There was water in the coupling and we managed to dry it out 
crouched behind the canvas shield and looking up at the waves. 
They pounded us when they broke. 

One year while tied up at the Philadelphia Navy Yard I was 
given a message to hand deliver to the radio station.

HAMS HELP STUDENTS GO ON % 
‘ODYSSEY OF THE MIND’

For the second year in a row, hams helped more than a thousand 
Florida school kids go on an odyssey. Well, it wasn’t exactly like 
that, but the hams who worked ‘‘Odyssey of the Mind” (O.M.) this 
year helped ‘keep the fantastic problem-solving competition run- 
ning smoother than ever. " ¥ 

In O.M. teams of five to seven students offer their solution to 
some fascinating problems presented to them in what has become, 


over the past 10 years, an international competition. The winners in , 


Florida and each of the other states go on*to the world cham- 
pionships being held this year in Maryland. 

Some of the problems for 1988 were to build a ‘“‘submersible’’ 
vessel that could reach out to gather specimens, make a musical 
show out of a scene from one of a number of listed plays, fly paper 
airplanes for distance and accuracy, and build a balsa and glue 
structure to hold surprising amounts of weight. 

Where do the hams come in? These events took place this year 
among four buildings spread around the spacious Tamiami Cam- 
pus of Florida International University in Miami on Saturday, 
April 16th. It would take a runner at least half an hour to make the 
rounds completely, even without allowing time to pick up and 
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deliver messages to the contest officials. So the hams helped the 
people officiating the show communicate with each other and 
therefore run it better than ever before. 

State O.M. Coordinator Connie Hicks and Tournament Director 
Judy McLeod were delighted with the assistance of the hams, 
especially since it is Miss Hicks’ first year as state coordinator, 

The idea to use ham radio communciators started last year, 
when Harry, W4SQG, and his wife Audrey, KB4ZQU, were involved 
in O.M. Harry was a problem captain for high school teams and 
Audrey had a team of elementary competitors under her tutelage. 
When Harry saw the communications problems arising during the 
planning sessions, he offered the ham help. 

So 1987 was a trial run — and it worked: In 1988 it became a 
standard that could go national for the O.M. people. 

Twenty-two hams turned out for O.M. this year. Net control 
alternated between K4HQH, Cliff; and N4MHL, Rene, operating a 
mobile rig on simplex from Harry’s vehicle parked’ among the 
campus buidlings. i 

Harry worked alongside Ms. Hicks while N4LZW, Hance, was 
Ms. McLeod’s communicator. Hance, besides being a ham, is a 
high school senior and the 1988 state-wide science fair winner as 
well. He is deeply involved in haematological research with Uni- 
versity of Miami medical scientists at Jackson Memorial Hospital 
in Miami. ;

THE N.T.S. PACKET MESSAGE 
PARTI 
By Al Vesce, K4CY ‘ 

The NTS packet message is composed of two parts, the inner 
core and the outer shell. The inner core is the standard ARRL 
format as designed by the Communications Department at ARRL 
and used on NTS voice and CW nets and found on the pink card, 
FSD-218(585). It consists of all elements from the ‘‘NR”’ to the 
““AR.”’ The inner core uses a carriage return before each of the 
main elements, NR, the two BT’s, and the AR which places them at 
the left hand margin. Further the two BT’s and the AR should be 
followed by a carriage return so they neatly separate the address 
from the text, the text from the signature, and the signature from 
any ops notes after the end of message symbol (AR). 

The outer shell consists of three lines required by the PBBS 
Program Protocal. The outer shell consists of the first two lines and 
the last line. The first line always starts with the letter ‘‘S” which 
means “‘send.’’ It may be combined with an ‘‘A,”’ a “‘S,”’ a “P,”’ an 
“S,” or a “T.” For NTS traffic the ‘“‘S’”’ is always combined with a 
“T”’ as the ‘‘T”’ indicates NTS traffic. Thus on the first line we have 
an ‘‘ST,” followed by a space, a six character field, a space, the 
“@’’ symbol, a space, and another six-character field. 

There are ‘four standard methods of addressing an NTS 
message. Which of the four to be used is determined by asking two 
questions: ~ ® 

1. Is the zip code included and available in the NTS message 
address? = a, 

2. Is the destination, of the message ‘‘in-state’’ or ‘‘out-of- 
state’’? ; 

Let’s assume the message is addressed to Newington, Con- 
necticut, with a zip of 06111. The first line would be “ST 06111 @ 
_NTSCT.”’ If no zip code were available, the first line would be ‘‘ST 
NTSCT.” s 

Now let’s assume the address of the message is Miami, Florida, 
. with a zip of 33177. The first line would be ‘‘ST 33177.’’ No ‘“‘@ NT- 
SFL” would be used. Why? Because if that message was placed on 
a PBBS in Florida, the PBBS Program would see the ‘‘@ NTSFL”’ 
and say, ‘‘hey I am in Florida!’’ and the message would not be 
forwarded until the SYSOP manually intervened and removed the 
“@ NTSFL.” Only then would the PBBS Program then look at the 
“ST 33177” remaining and forward the message towards a PBBS 
that covered the zip code area 33177. 

Finally, the fourth method, if the message were for in-state 
(again Miami) and no zip code were available, the message should 
be addressed “ST NTSFL @ W4NVC” or “ST NTSFL @ N4LDG.”’ 
These are two PBBS’s that are in Miami. . 

Reviewing, the four methods and the two questions: 

1. If the message is for out-of-state and we have the zip code, the 
' message would be addressed ‘‘ST 06111 @ NTSCT.”’ 

2. If the message is for out-of-state and we do not have the zip 
code, the message would be addressed “‘ST NTSCT.”’ 


3. If the message is for in-state and we have the the zip code, the » 


message would be addressed ‘‘ST 33177.” 

4. If the message is for in-state and we do not have the zip code, 
the message would be addressed “ST NTSFL @ W4NVC”’ or the 
PBBS serving the destination city or town. 

Next month, the other two lines of the outer shell.
